Sex-Determination, Environ» 
ment, Evolution, Among 
Subjects Treated ' 
by Speaker 

"Modern genetics may no longer .be 
considered to be purely a study of the 
transmission of hereditary factors," 
stated Dr. Husklns, Professor of Gene- 
tics, before n iqeeting of the Biological 
Society last night. The subject has 
been.. enlarged. now to Include the dif- 
ference: between cells in various parts 
of . the: organism, evolution, biochemis- 
try, and every aspect of biology. ' 

"The effect of envirràmént has never 
been overlooked by the best geneticists," 
said Dr. Huskhis. Hogben, in his study 
of the effect of environment, show^ 
that it can be endemic Or sporadic;^^^ 
latter due to . enylionmental factors;' 
and the former due to genetic factors. 
Genetic differences can have no ilg- 
nificance unless environment is im- 
plied. ; 

Genes Determine Sex 
. In discussing sex determination Dr. 
Huskins stated that it is the result 
of a balance between genes, some tend- 
ing towards the female sex and some 
towards the male. Hiese sex genes are 
of differing strength aind position In 
différent local species, strong genes be- 
ing In. every case balanced by strong 
genes and weak by weaJc. ^ 
;V.In'r;tlie.study of cancer as a heredl- 
^iry^fâMaMV^it; lui'iiW^ found that 
some-mice possess a genetic Suscepti- 
bility to cancer while in 'other casés 
this susceptibility is transmitted 
through the mother in the cytoplasm.
